Narrative of Offense: 


This investigation was initiated upon the receipt of 
information on 7/27/84, from the Army Criminal Investigative 
Detachment (CID), United States Military Academy (USMA), West 
Point, New York, concerning a possible sexual assault of a 
female child at the Child Development Center (CDC), a day-care 
ated on the grounds of the USMA.

When questioned, the child stated that her teacher 
at the CDC wiped her very hard and put a pen in her 
which is the child's word for her vaginal area. 
The doctor stated that the injury could have occurred at any 
time during a twenty four hour period prior to 5:15 PM on 
but that it most likely occurred during the six hour 
period prior to 5:15 PM. The doctor's official diagnosis was 
that the wounds resulted from a foreign object being inserted 
into the vagina. He advised that it was highly unlikely that 
the injury was self-inflicted.

On 10/2/84, a task force of | 
specially trained Agents began interviewing these parents to 
determine if their children displayed symptoms commonly 
associated with sexual abuse. When consented to by the 
parents and deemed practical by the Agents, the children 
themselves were also interviewed. Since several of the 
children showed symptoms of sexual abuse, it was decided in 
late October, 1984, to expand the scope of the investigation 
to include all children who attended the CDC within the 
past year, regardless of whose class they were in. Within these 
expanded parameters, approximately seven hundred children and/or 
their parents were interviewed. 


When, in the opinion of the interviewing Agent, the 
child displayed symptoms of possible abuse, that child was 
referred for professional screening. These ning sessions 
were conducted in the West Point vicinity by | 
a recognized Child Abuse Specialist and Play Therapist. The
